Ili admit | haven't checked 
with the FBI or other official law- 
enforcement bureaus. but I have 
done some private investigation 
on my own on one of our major 
national problems: Child Delin- 
quency. 

Here’s what I’ve noted: In the 
past 5 or 6 years. horse and sad- 
dle clubs of all varieties have 
sprung up all over the Southwest. 
Seems like. in some areas. even 
the tiniest town has organized a 
Sheriff's Posse. Riding or Roping 
Club of some description. These 
clubs range from 4+ members each 
up to several hundred members. 
Size doesn’t count. Nor is there 
any age limit. The slogan cover- 
ing them all appears to be: 

“You're neither too young 
too old to ride a horse!” 

These clubs bring together un- 
der pleasant conditions many 
classes of folks with a common 
interest. Purpose in most cases is 
to promote “fellowship and good 
sportsmanship.” 

Yet the end achieved by these 
horse and saddle clubs goes a 
great deal further than mere good 
fellowship and good sportsman- 
ship. I feel strongly that they are 
deepening family tap-roots in a 
most lasting and wholesome way. 
Here ‘s a combination of recrea- 
tion, social activity, fun and ex- 
ercise in which Ma. Dad and the

youngsters all can and do partici- 
pate. A true family affair grati- 
fying to young and old that makes 
for a closer companionship, en- 
during through the ages. and 
keeps the older and the younger 
generations definitely in harmony 
with one another. 

What chance can the specter of 
Juvenile Delinquency have to de- 
velop when the family is close- 
knit in its recreation, and the 
youngsters remain vitally inter- 
ested in their hobby—their horse 
and their horse club? 

Our first obligation is to our 
children and our children’s young 
friends. Let us therefore encour- 
age them all we can to participate 
wholeheartedly in junior horse 
shows and rodeos. Most clubs 
feature small-fry activities — all 
clubs should. Encourage them to 
form junior horse clubs of their 
own. where they can exercise and 
learn responsibility. 

Intra-club as well as inter-club 
contests go a long way to keep 
our youth entertained and out of 
trouble. For it is certainly true. 
in our desire to stamp out the 
evil of Juvenile Delinquency, that 
the comparatively small amount 
of time and effort involved on the 
part of you grown-ups in helping 
the youth, will reap a rich harv- 
est. Make the Colts of today into 
the Champions of tomorrow!

ORIGIN, GROWTH AND DEVELOPMENT OF 





THE AMERICAN QUARTER HORSE ASS‘N. 


The American Quarter Horse 
Association is the youngest major 
breed registry in the nation, but 
it has made history in a hurry, 
Two hundred seventy-five years 
elapsed between the time the 
Quarter Horse breed, or type. was 
established and the time an offi- 
cial registry came into existence. 
The Quarter Horse, which can 
run very fast for a quarter-mile, 
was developed from a mixture of 
English and Spanish stock. 

Men loved this animal for his 
speed on the short track, his gen- 
tle disposition and for his many 
uses. and they bred for his true 
type. although there was no offi- 
cial breed registry in which the 
pedigrees could be set down and 
kept in order. 

So you can imagine what the 
American Quarter Horse Associa- 
tion faced when it was organized 
in Fort Worth, Texas, in 1940. 
All the pedigrees and bloodlines 
of 275 years had to be traced. A 
way to get true Quarter Horses on 
the registry so official pedigrees 
could be started (backed up by 
the known facts of old bloodlines 
and the performance records of 
the horses involved) had to be 
worked out. 

The men who founded the As- 
sociation knew the size of the task. 
They were like the men of many 
generations—they loved the gentle 
dependable horse that could 
round up and cut cattle and run 
with almost unbelievable speed 
for a short distance. They wanted 
this type established into an offi- 
cial breed. They sought, actually. 
to create a home corral for the 
Quarter Horse, and they did. 

The American Quarter Horse 
Association was established for 
the purpose of collecting, record- 
ing and preserving the pedigrees 
of Quarter Horses, to publish a 
Stud Book and Registry, and to 
stimulate interest in the history. 
breeding, exhibiting and racing 
of Quarter Horses. And, of course, 
the purpose was also to improve 
the breed. 

The first office of the new As- 
sociation was at College Station,

Texas. Robert M. Denhardt was 
the first secretary. At that time he 
was on the faculty of Texas A&M 
College. 

The first officers of the Asso- 
ciation were W. B. Warren, presi- 
dent; J. F. Hutchins, first vice- 
president; R. L. Underwood, sec- 
ond vice-president; J. Goodwin 
Hall, treasurer, and Mr. Denhardt, 
secretary. 

Mr. Hutchins served as presi- 
dent in 1942-43, and then Mr. 
Underwood was elected head of 


the Association; he served in 
1944-45. 
Albert K. Mitchell served as 


president in the period 1946-48, 
and Robert E. Hooper succeeded 
him. Orville Burtis was elected 
president in 1953 and re-elected 
in 1954. At the annual convention 
in 1955, Mr. Lester Goodson was 
elected president. 

Mr. Denhardt, who now lives in 
Arbuckle, California, served as 
secretary until 1943. He was suc- 
ceeded by Mrs. Helen Michaelis 
of Eagle Pass, Texas, and the 
headquarters office was moved to 
Eagle Pass. 

The office had another move 
in 1946, going to Fort Worth, 
where John C. Burns took over 
as executive secretary. The final 
move came in September of 1946. 
The office was established at 
Amarillo, Texas, and Raymond D. 
Hollingsworth was appointed se- 
cretary-treasurer, a position he 
still holds. In its first years in 
Amarillo, the Association occu- 
pied rented quarters. In 1952 it 
constructed its own spacious home 
at 2736 West Tenth Avenue in 
Amarillo. Early in 1955, definite 
plans were made for an addition 
to this building. The growth of 
the Association’s activities, includ- 
ing its racing division, which 
keeps official records on all 
Quarter Horse racing, and The 
Quarter Horse Journal, monthly 
magazine of the Association, made 
necessary the plans for expanded 
quarters. 

When you see this place now— 
alive with the activity of register- 
ing horses, handling transfers, 


keeping the records up to date, ap- 
proving and keeping tab on halter 
shows and performance events: 
it is difficult to visualize the strug- 
gle of the early days. 

In its first year, the Association 
registered only 347 horses. In 
1954 a total of 12.209 were regis- 
tered. 

Today, in the spring of 1956. 
the American Quarter Horse As- 
sociation is the world’s leading 
registry of horses. Except for the 
Quarter Horse whose population 
is rapidly increasing. the world’s 
horse population is dwindling. 
So, characteristically, the famed 
Quarter Horse is spurting ahead. 

This is perhaps more so in rac- 
ing. Since 1940, Quarter Racing 
has been the sensation of the turf 
world. It is a leading sport in 
many states, including New Mex- 
ico, Colurado, Arizona and Cali- 
fornia. While in 1940 there were 
scarcely any Quarter Horse races 
— except unrecorded matched 
events on the bush track—there 
were 1,372 official races in 1954. 
Many breeders now breed for rac- 
ing. A proven race animal may 
sell for $20,000. Now there are 
race tracks which have only Quar- 
ter Horse races. One of these is the 
fine plant on the Frank Vessels 
Ranch at Los Alamitos, Calif. 


The keeping of racing records 
is the job of the racing division 
of the American Quarter Horse 
Association. For several years 
this office was in Tucson, Arizona. 
Early in 1955, plans were made 
to move the office to Amarillo so 
that all activities of AQHA would 
be under one roof. Racing is now 
one of the really big Quarter 
Horse activities. After all. the 
horse received his name from his 
racing ability. 

But elsewhere the Quarter 
Horse has excelled in recent years. 
In 1954, nine of the top ten cut- 
ting horses in the nation were re- 
gistered Quarter Horses. The 
National Cutting Horse Associa- 
tion, with headquarters in Fort 
Worth, is the official organiza- 
tion of cutting horse activities. 
The American Quarter Horse As- 
sociation recognizes NCHA and 
gives performance points to 
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Quarter Horse... 


horses winning in contests ap- 
proved by NCHA. Cutting con- 
tests are virtually limited to Quar- 
ter Horses because the animals 
are so good at this chore. Cutting. 
incidentally, has increased rapidly 
in national popularity. 

The Quarter Horse also remains 
at his old chore—on the cattle 
ranch. He does a dandy job for 
riding clubs and sheriff's posses. 
He is the leading roping horse: 
he is used in bulldogging and as a 
dependable mount for pick-up 
men at the increasing number of 
rodeos. 
wonder that ihe 
American Quarter Horse Associa- 
tion has grown and is growing.

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CAN A ROPER MAKE A LIVING 
IN SOUTH TEXAS? 


by MAYNE LASTER 


One of the remarks most fre- 
quently heard around South Texas 
arenas is: “A man can’t make a 
living roping in South Texas.” 
This remark is generally passed on 
by someone who has tried it and 
failed—not from lack of ability. 
but for the following reasons. 

One of the main reasons that 
makes this statement hard to dis- 
count, is the lack of added money. 
In South Texas, the added money 
seldom runs over $25.00 for a go- 
round. That means that a man is 
roping strictly for the ropers’ own 
money and greatly reduces the size 
of the “pot.” Before the organiza- 
tion of the SRA, very few shows 
added any money. 

Another thing that makes it 
tough, is the calibre of competi- 
tion. At a small show there are al- 
ways a few home-town boys that 
enter just because it is their home 
town, but 90 per cent of the ropers 
are men capable of tying a calf in 
12 seconds or under. Ninety per 
cent don’t always do that but that 
constant threat is always there. 
putting pressure on the man in the 
chute. At Wimberly on the 4th of 
July, Butch Bond had two calves 
down in 24.2 seconds and placed 
third in the average. In the second 
go-round, 11.5 seconds didn’t even 
place. At a recent rodeo at the 
Mueller’s Arena in Yorktown, 
Texas, there were 73 calf ropers 
entered, any one of which was cap- 
able of winning. 

Limited number of shows also 
makes it hard to make a living. In 
early spring there are quite a few 
shows, then they slack off until the 
Fourth of July. After the 4th, 
things are dead till Labor Day. 
That starts the Fall circuit, which 
ends in November, and that is the 
end till next Spring. During the 
rush season there will be three or 
four shows a weekend, but all fall 
on the same three days, and usual- 
ly too far apart to double over. 

Consider these things, plus the 
expense involved in calf-roping. 
and it is tough. A roper must have 
a car, good trailer, expensive 
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horse, ropes, saddle rigging, horse 
shoes, oats, hay, place to sleep and 
eat out, plus his entrance fees. He 
almost HAS to win. Good ropes 
now run from $5.00 to $6.00, and 
a roper needs about six a year. 
Skid boots for the horse are $7.50. 
Saddles and saddle repair is both 
expensive. Gasoline at 3lc a gal- 
lon. Oats at $3.50 a sack and a 
sack a week. Roping calves to 
practice on and their feed. This 
horse and calf upkeep is a 52- 
week-a-year proposition. Car in- 
surance and tires . . 

It’s just reached the point where 
“a man can’t make a living roping 
in South Texas.”

WHO’S TO BLAME

Dedicated to Tad Lucas, the girl 
with the rippling laughter. 

Into a ward of whitewashed walls, 

Where the sick and suffering lay, 

Crushed by a man-killing brone 

A cowgirl was carried today. 

Somebody’s darling young and 
brave 

Smiling in spite of her pain. 

Gathering courage she whispered, 

“Don’t worry. I'll soon be riding 
again.” 

Somebody's tearfully waiting 

To clasp her to his heart. 

While there she lies silently 
suffering 

Waiting to make a new start. 

“Blame not the bronce,” this 
cowgirl did say 

“It’s all part of the game, 

When fortune smiles we are 
heroines 

When she frowns, who’s to 
blame.” 

In Cody, Nebraska, a town of 
one street and a population of 
150, the Queen of the Tanbark 
made her first public appearance 
at seven years of age. The occa- 
sion was a rodeo held in the street 
to raise funds for the Red Cross 
to be used in World War I. Tad 
rode wild calves that day and 
collected close to $75 for the fund. 


A few years later, while attend- 
ing a rodeo, she noticed on a bill- 
board that there was to be a la- 
dies’ steer-riding contest. Upon 
investigation she found that only 
two other girls had entered. Tad 
entered her first contest and walk- 
ed away with all of the day monies 
and of course the finals. This was 
a relatively easy task for a girl 
who couldn’t remember her first 
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@ “Zucen of the “Jaubark™ 


ride and who had helped her 
brothers break horses all of her 


life. 


That first rodeo was the start 
of a long list of championships. 
It was from there that she started 
riding race-horses and steers. Then 
in 1923 she went to Madison 
Square Garden, that Mecca that 
all cowboys and cowgirls dream 
of reaching. The road is rocky 
and a post-graduate course in the 
school of hard knocks is a basic 
requirement. Tad was made of the 
right stuff, so that goal was mere- 
ly a stepping stone in the field of 
many achievements. There she 
rode broncs and brahma stags, 
and to this day is the only woman 


ever to have ridden brahmas in 
New York. 


Tad started trick riding in 1924 
and entered her first contest at 
the British Exposition at Wem- 
berly, England. Her first cham- 
pionship came at Cheyenne, Wyo., 
in 1925. She held the trick riding, 
brone riding and relay riding 
championships from 1925 through 
1933 with the exception of one 
year that she didn’t ride. Tad suf- 
fered a broken arm at the World’s 
Fair in Chicago in 1933. The arm 
was so severely damaged that it 
had to be in a cast for three years. 

Tad was a champion, so 1935 
found her trick riding at Madi- 
son Square Garden even though 
she had the arm in a cast. Not only 
did she trick ride but also rode 
brones, and turned in a splendid 
performance in both events (see 
photo.) 

Among Tad’s prized possessions 
are her many beautiful trophies. 
These include permanent posses- 
sion of the $10,000 MGM trophy 
given at Madison Square Garden 
for having won the championship 
for three consecutive years. She 
was champion at Cheyenne for six 
consecutive years, thereby receiv- 
ing permanent possession of two 
trophies donated by the Denver 
Post. Then there is the coin silver 
trophy given by Gordon Selfridge 
of London for the best all-around 
cowgirl at Chicago in 1929, Also

there is her international cowgirl 
trophy won in Sidney, Australia, 
in the buck-jumping contest (that 
is the Aussie way of saying saddle 
bronc). 

Tad’s favorite horse was her old 
black, Candy Lamb. who died at 
the ripe age of twenty-seven years. 
Tad rode him some at the age of 
twenty-five. | had the pleasure of 
living close to Tad for about a 
year and watched her train some 
of her horses and her daughter 
Mitzi, now Mrs. Lanam Riley. 
There was one particular occasion 
that I will never forget. Mitzi was

It was there that she 
first used Jasbo’s old barrel 
which was given to her after his 
death. She has clowned at various 
over the country since 
that time.
